Broad Policy. Calculated To 


Improve Conditions in 


General Expected 


A broad program will be inaugu- 


rated hi the administration of closed 
banks in. the state, under a policy 
adopted through conferences of state 
officials, bankers, Jadge, Cooley of 
the district court and member* of 
the supreme court, following the ap- 
pointment of L. B. Baird of Dickin- 
son as general receiver of all closed 
banks in the state. 


The advice of L. B. Hanna, former 


Governor, will be sought by Mr. 
Baird in a conference hero early 
this week, it i. understood. It is ex- 
pected that th. program to be adopt- 
ed may mean the rehabilitation of 
some of th. closed banks, and will 
involve the assistance of financial 
men in tue Twin Cities, the cast and 
federal government officials. 
Be- 


cause of the fact that collateral from 
closed baukb is wide-spread ami the 
relations ot all banks to some extent 
inter-woven, it is understood that a 
policy calculated to better the entire 
financial situation will be adopted. 
Through close study of the situation 
obtained; by the centralizing of au- 
thority over closed banks there may 
also come out of the administration 
of them recommendations for chang- 
ing banking laws. 
The general receiver, as provided

years old have little or no sense of

The 
air mail of the Post Office Depart- 
ment has operated with increasing 
efficiency for the last three and one- 
half years and only recently began 
night flying experiments which will 
reduce the time of the transconti- 
nental trip to 30 hoars or less.

Early this summer the air service 
lent a motor balloon to the Bureau 
of Entomology and hovering flights 
were successfully made over gypsy- 
moth infested orchards and forests 
in New Hampshire.

aviation work carried on by B. R. 
CoadF in charge of the delta labora- 
tory at Tallalab, La.

Grades As No. 1 


Fargo, Ort. "8.—Fifteen percent of 


the 1923 -wheat crop in North Dakoti 
has a test weight equal to the No. 1 
grade, 16 percent No. 2, 33 percnt 
No. 3, IS percent below No. 4, accord* 
ing to tests of 950 samples made by 
one of the largest line elevator con- 
cerns operating in the state and re- 
ported to C. £. Mangels, cereal 
chemist at the .North Dakota Agri- 
cultural college. Only one percent 
of the wheat crop had an average 
test weight of 60 pounds or more. 


The total -value of the North Da- 


kota wheat crop at the local elevator 
prices for Oct. 3 would be appro*!-, 
mately fifty-two million 
dollars,

grades are applied to the federal es- 
timated 
production 
of 
62,038,000 


bushels of wheat for this state. 


The average local price for hard 


red spring wheat would be in the 
neighborhood of 90 cents per bushel, 
all grades considered, and for durum 
about 75 cents. Durum wheat occu- 
pies 38 percent of the spring -wheat 
acreage of the state, according to 
estimates last spring by the U. S. 
bureau of crop estimates. 


Tests of gluten content made by a 


number of the large milling and ele- 
vator concerns show figures that 
correspond very closely to those an- 
nounced by the North Dakota exper- 
iment statiojf several weeks ago, the 
average for the state being 13.3 per- 
cent.
